Both manuals culminated a 
year long bilingual - bicultural 
federally funded project in Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, 


Prepared especially for the 
Title VII Bilingual Teacher In- 
service Program, the new manual 
details five basic lessons for 
teachers to follow in acquainting 
their students with skills for par- 
ticipation and leadership in small 
groups. 


The manual was developed by 
Dr. Baker and her associates af- 
ter second grade teachers in- 
volved in the project reported 
that many oftheir students lacked 
the skills required for effective 
group participation and leader- 
ship. 

It provides lessons in the ra- 
tionale for small group instruc- 
tion and leaders; reading and 
understanding group instruc-

Since it might take you a 
couple of hours to reach 
the mountains after you 
get a favorable report, 
there’s always the prob- 
lem of abrupt, adverse 
changes in the conditions, 

Be prepared, Put to 
good use those defensive 
techniques so necessary 
for safe winter driving in 
the mountains. When you 
hit the snow, make starts 
akowly for better traction, 
Don’t follow the bad ex- 
ample of those drivers 
who accelerate rapidly 


and thereby invite the 
trouble of spinning 
wheels, Stop slowly too, 


for jam on the brakes 
and you can go into a 
dangerous skid, 

Watch out for glare ic@ 
and “black ice,” Glare 
ice is more slippery than 


both wet packed snow and’ 


dry packed snow, Com- 
mon sense, then, tells you 
to slow down on such ice, 
“Black ice’’ is treach- 
erous because the driver 
can’t detect it from a 
moving vehicle, On any 
mountain road, that ‘‘in- 
visible’? sheet of ice can 
trap you unless you ex-

ercise extreme caution, 
especially when you come 
Upon shaded sections of 
road, 

As for that overall poor 
visibility, you can im- 
prove it in snow by keep- 
ing your windshield and 
windows clear, by keep- 
ing on your lower head- 
light beam, And don’t for- 
get to use your defroster, 
If you can’t see more than 
a few feet ahead of you, 
better pull off the road 
at some safe spot and 
wait out the storm, 


Above all, advises 
NAC, be sensible about 
your mountain driving.’ 
Never tailgate, No matter 
how good your snow tires 
or chains are, you can’t 
stop as quickly on snow 
or ice as you can on dry 
pavement, Never speed 
on curves, This can cause 
skidding. And never go 
over the posted limit, 
Your life is at stake, 
Chances are you'll soon 
be going to your favorite 
winter recreation area by 
car, Know what to ex- 
pect, drive defensively, 
and arrive there safely.

the game was conceived 
and developed by Dr, Wil- 
liam H, Brunie, assist- 


ant clinical professor of 
psychiatry, First show- 
ing adolescent photo- 
graphs of famous People 
to those playing the gam 
he asks them what kind 
of person the picture sub- 
ject became, 

At the end of the spe- 


culation, Dr, Brunie re- 


veals the identity of the 
young subject by showi 

a@ more easily recogni 
adult photograph of the 
#ame person, 

No one wins or loses 
the game, But anyone who 
playe learns whether peo- 
ple really have faces like 
open books, Dr, Brunie 
thinks faces do make in- 
teresting reading, 

“Faces are evocative,” 
he saya, “It is surpris- 
ing how many times peo- 
ple playing the gamecor- 
rectly identify many of 
the personality traits of 
the prominent subjects | 
show them,” 

Dr, Brunie invented the 
game based on an old 
psychiatric diagnostic 
test used in the 1930’s 
by a Hungarian psychi- 
atrist aamed Szondi, 

Szondi divided pictures 
of the faces of 48 mental 
institution patients into 
eight groups of six photos 
each, In each group of six 
ok a See of schizo- 

a@ paranoid, a 
ue Saved so 
on, 

Szondi then asked ~ 
patient he was trying 
diagnose to pick out the 
photograph in each of the 


eight groups that he felt 
most sympathywith, 
Szondi thought that if his 
patient consistently id- 
entified with the manic 
depressive in each group, 
for instance, he could dia- 
gnose his patient as hav- 
ing manic depressive 
tendencies also, 

The test was never con= 
sidered valid by most 
psychiatrists, But the 
concept was brought to the 
United States by Dr, Dae 
vid Rapaport, a leader in 
the field of psychological 
testing, 

Szondi made the mis- 
take of trying to put the 
test_on a one-to-one ba- 
sis,” says Dr, Brunie, 
“Ir is not that simple, 
People are too complex 
to be labeled so easily,” 

Dr, Brunie does see the 

“Faces” game as a sen- 
sitivity training instru- 
ment, though, “The pho- 
tos make the viewer 
search deeper into each 
face,” he says, 


He maintains that peo- 
ple do not haveto be smart 
to play “Faces,” but have 
to be perceptive and in- 
tuitive, “Many times 
someone will remark how 
much the childhood face 
of a renown biochemist 
for example, looks ike 
that of a musician,” he 
Says, “and it turns out 
that the biochemist is also 

a talented violinist or pi- 
eam 


Illustrated games and 
lectures fascinate Dr, 
Brunie, He also uses 
audiovisual techniques to 
present the human side 
of reformer Martin Lu- 
ther and can present sev- 
eral different facets of 
Luther’s personality, 

Dr, Brunie makes no 
money from the game he 
invented, He just enjoys 
watching the faces of
